OTTAWA, July 31.—The debate on 
the second reading of the Military 
Service bill which commenced in the 
senate this afternoon was productive 
of an amendment by Senator Bostock, 
the Liberal leader in the house, de- 
claring that conscription be not en- 
forced until after the coming general 
election. 

Sir James Lougheed, the govern- 
ment leader, who preceded Senator 
Bostock, on the other hand, declared 
that he was personally of the opinion 
that the bill should be enforced as 
soon as it is passed and receives the 
royal assent. 

Arguments in the upper house fol- 
lowed much the same lines as in the 
commons. Sir James Lougheed said 
that a referendum would mean the 
submission of the question of con- 
scription to the slackers and cowards 
of the country. 

Senator Bostock said it was de- 
sirable to adhere to the spirit of 
democracy. Replying to the letter ad- 
dressed to him by Sir Clifford Sifton, 
Senator Bostock said that Sir Clifford 
had entirely misrepresented the atti- 
tude of the Liberal leader. He ascrib- 
ed to Sir Wilfrid Laurier the attitude 
of the Nationalists of Quebec with 
whorn Sir Clifford himself had been in 
alliance in 1911, when it was sought 
to crucify Sir Wilfrid in Quebec on 
the naval jesue. 

A vote will be taken in all probabil- 
ity. on. Wednesday... Senatore Landry 
and Montplaisir (Conservatives) are 
expected to suupport the amendment.

HEAVY DAMAGE 
IN QUEBEC BY 
GREAT FLOODS 


Sequel To Torrential Rains— 
Million Dollars Lumber 
Drifting. 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

QUEBEC, P.Q., July 31.—Following 
torrential rains on Sunday night and 
Monday, which caused a number of 
streams flowing into the Chaudiere 
river to overflow, inundating today 
many scores of houses in Beauce 
county and causing very heavy dam- 
age at a number of points along the 
lines of the Quebec Central railway 
through that county, the situation in 
Beuuce tonight was problematical. So 
far no reports of loss of life have 
reached Quebec, but communication 
with any of the points affected in 
Beauce county has been cut off since 


noon today, when the telephone lines 
into St. Marys went down, Previous 
to that time all other communication 
had been cut off, largely as a result of 
a violent thunderstorm on Monday 
night and a heavy rainfall early in the 
day. 

The power house at Chaudiere was 
inundated this morning. In conse- 
quence the street cars in Levis have 
been at a standstill today. 

The booms at three big lumber mills 
on the Chaudiere broke this evening 
letting loose into the St. Lawrence 
river many thousands of dollars worth 
of timber and pulpwood. It is esti- 
mated that about $1,000,000 worth of 
lumber has passed Quebec and this 
does not represent the tot#l of the 
drifting. 

Heavy damage is reported to have 


been done at Scotts Junction and Ste, 
Marie, Every house in Ste. Marie is 
said to be flooded. 

The Lake Megantic dam is beiieved 
to have broken. Those familiar with 
the district cannot otherwise account 
for the extent and depth of the flood, 
which is far beyond anything ever ex- 
perienced in Beauce and was startling- 
ly sudden in its rise.

Police officials who have been in 
charge of a Lominion-wide search for 
the man alleged to be responsible for 
Saturday's disaster which resulted in 
the death of five people and the in- 
juring of soine thirty-six were shaken 
out of their usual composure as they 
sat at the front of the courtroom by 
the announcement. Mr. Campbell who 
is representing the railway brothér- 
hoods, made no statement as to the 
present hiding place of Harrington, 
but reiterated his assertion that the 
missing man would be produced for 
the coroner's court to examine. 

Direct Cause of Wreck 

The star witness before the opening 
session of the inquest on the body of 
Alexander Currie, wreck victim named 
in Coroner Forin's investigation pa- 
pers, was James Thomson, chief dis- 
patcher for the Canadian Northern 
railway. This official testified under 
oath that in his opinion Harrington 
was to blame for the calamity which 
has shocked the entire city and 
shrouded a number of Edmonton 
homes in mourning. This, according 
to Thomson's testimony, is what 
caused the wreck: .

On Thursday, July 19th, while the 
Bill was still in committe of whole 
Hon. Frank Oliver spoke on behalf of 
further amendment of the penalty 
provisions as follows:

I submit tho conditions are so 
different between the newspaper and 
the book that they should not be 
placed in the same category as to 
suppression. While I do not think 
there is good or sufficient reason for 
the presence of this provision in the 
Act, still as the Government in ite 
wiedom has decided to tnclude it, I 
Guggest as an amendment that instead 
of the business of the newspaper being 
summarily confiscated by suppreasion

As the result of an action commen-

the septic tank situation on the river 
Lank near the penitentiary grounds, 
a temporary arrangement was made 
under which the sum of $25 per 
month was paid Mrs. Milner by the 
city, the action being discontinued, 

Tne commissioners now informed 
council that they are of opinion that 
the sewerage can be by-passed to the 
river, and they recommend that this 
be done, They asked that an appro- 
priation of $75 be made to cowr pay- 
ments due to date, and that the use 
of the septic tank be discontinued 
forthwith, 

Council aproved of the report and 
made the apropriation asked for.

Equipped with such 
a thermometer, the preserver can be 
certain of uniform results, The syrup 
will not reach 222 degrees Fahrenheit 
until it is cooked enough and is of the 
best preserving consistency. The rea- 
son for this is that the syrup will not 
reach this temperature until the prop- 
er-amount of water has been driven 
off by boiling, Such a thormometer Is 
ulso very_useful in all forms of pre- 
serving, if candy making and In other 
cooking operations where results de- 
pend upon exact heating.

Mrs, Turner, 

Mrs. Turner was a woman of great 
beauty who, in the reign of King 
James I., was implicated in the mur- 
der of Sir Thomas Overbury in the 
Tower and who some time after suf- 
fered the death penalty for her con- 
nection with this crime. Robert Carr 
came to the court of James I. and his 


rise, owing to the favor he had gained, | 


was very rapid. He chose as his 
friend and adviser Sir Thomas Over- 
bury. Carr, in the course of time, 
cast his eyes toward the Countess of 
Bssex, the beautiful and fascinating 
daughter of the Earl of Suffolk. This 
objeot of illicit love readily responded 
to Carr's advances. The woman re- 
sponsible for making arrangements 
for convenient meetings between the 
two was Mrs. Turner, a sort of com- 
panion to the Countess of Essex. The 
time came when the pair desired to 
marry in order to legalize thelr con- 
nection, and this necessitated divorce 
proceedings which were promptly 
brought by the Countess. Sir Thomas 
Overbury opposed this step, and so ad- 
vised his protege, who had by this 
time become Viscount Rochester. The 
latter finally contrived to have ‘his 
former friend caat into the Tower. 
Here, with the aid of accomplices, Ov- 
erbury was slowly poisoned, Mrs. Tur- 
ner being the leader in the plot. She

apothecary, brought to trial. The 
Countess of Essex and Rochester were 
sent to the Tower and pardoned after 


spending several years imprisoned 
there, Mrs. Turner and ker accom-

Item Of Increased Outlay 
Of City. 


City Comptroller Mitchell has sub- 

mitted to council the comparative 
statement of revenue and expenditure 
for the city in the central administra- 
tion of the city for the six months 
ending June, 1917, against the corres- 
ponding period of last year. This 
shows an increased revenue and a big 
reduction of expenditure, 
The comptroller points out the di- 
rect incraase of revenue due to the 
tax sale, in his statement, saying: “The 
revenue for the first six months of the 
present year is $437,463.00 as com- 
pared with $234,491.00 for the same 
eriod in 1916, The increase shown 
fn this respect is principally due to the 
result of the recent tax sale, $196,292 
more being derived from tax arrears 
this year than during the correspond- 
ing half year of 1916." 

Detailing the expenditures, the 
Comptroller, says: “The expendi*ures 
for the half year on account of central 
administration amount to $320,572 be- 
ing $26,641 under those of the same 
period of 1916. The increase in the 
expenditure of the fire department 
over last year Js mainly attributable 
to the automatic increase in wages 
according to schedule and also pur- 
chase of uniforms. There is also an 
Increase shown in the sewer mainten- 
ance over last year, the estimates for 
the current year having been en- 
larged.” \ 

This year a separate department for 
sewer maintenance was created.

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The Toronto Telegram is the 
most reliable indicator of what is 
going on in the council chamber 
of the ‘‘Big Business’’ interests, 
which created the Borden Gov- 
ernment, have dominated it for | 
six years, and which propose to 
continue to rule during the next 
Parliamentary term if they can 
keep control.

The thought of having this coun- 
try’s politics dominated by Sir Clif- 
ford Sifton is appalling. 

The possibility of having this 
country’s liberties dominated by 
Emperor William is unthinkable, 

The choice of alternatives is not 
ideal. The choice is inevitable, As 
between Sir Clifford Sifton and Em- 
peror William, CANADA'S CHOICE 
1S SIFTON. 


This lets the cat out of the bag 
in summary fashion, surely. It is 
to be taken as an official announce- 
ment from our political king- 
makers. And its meaning is as 
clear as its authority is unques- 
tionable. The ‘‘Big Business’’ 
interests, it seems, have come to 
the conclusion that Sir Robert 
Borden cannot win the election, 
even on the conscription issue, and 
that if they are to retain control 
of the commercial life of the coun- 
try they must oust him from the 
Premiership and replace him by 
an abler man, Sir Clifford Sifton 
being the choice. That decision 
having been reached, the public 
are duly acquainted with the fact 
through the columns of the Tele- 
gram, with apologies for the selec- 
tion made but instructions that 
whatever they may think of the 
new premier-to-be they are to re- 
ceive him as their one and only 
saviour from the clutches of the 
Kaiser, The announcement is not 
exactly unexpected, for it is in 
line with the newspaper campaign 
started last summer to boost for a 
‘‘national’? government to be 
composed of some unspecified 
‘‘big business’? men, whose names 
were discreetly concealed but 
among whom Sir Clifford was gen- 
erally supposed to be numbered. 
It is in confirmation too, of the 
interpretation placed upon the at- 
titude the Winnipeg Free Press 
has taken toward Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier, and upon Sir Clifford’s 
sudden awakening to political 
activity after some years of re- 
tirement. It likewise throws light 
upon recent developments at Ot- 
tawa. The conscription bill cre- 
ated a cleavage among the Liberal 
members of Parliament. It may 
be supposed that that was one of 
the objects in view when it was, 
introduced, In any event, the pro- 
fiteers are taking prompt advan- 
tage of the split, An effort is to 
be made to separate the disaffected 
Liberal members from Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier and to line them up under 
the leadership of Sir Clifford Sif- 
ton, With this following the evi- 
dent intention is that Sir Clifford 
shall relieve Sir Robert Borden 
of the Premiership and form a 
coalition Government supported 
by the Conservative-Nationalist 
members, The announcement 
does not state whether this shuffle 
is to be made before the election 
or after, but the probability would 
be before. Having decided that 
sir Robert is ‘*through’’ it would 
be folly to risk losing the elec- 
tion by deferring his deposition. 
And of course there is the possi- 
bility that if Sir Robert should 
pull through election he would 
then refuse to get out, and might 


even be disposed to retaliate upon | 
the schemers, 


Any time after 


Parliament prorogues therefore 
we may expect an announcement 
that Sir Robert has been deposed 
and that Sir Clifford reigns in his 
stead, 

Saving money by using cheaper 
food is not the same as saving 
food.

The recently appointed Board 
of Supervisors of the grain trade 
have fixed a maximum price for 
wheat—that is, the highest price 
that can be paid for wheat.

make the regulation just it should 
be followed by two others. One 
would fix a maximum price for 
farm machinery, binder twine, and 
all the other things the farmer has 
to buy as ingidental to the busi- 
ness of raising wheat. The other 
would fix the maximum price that 
can be charged for flour, the price 
being calculated on the cost of 
milling wheat bought at the fixed 
maximum price. If that is not done 
the farmer may still be held up on 
what he has to buy and the con- 
sumer on flour, while by manipu- 
lation the price of wheat may be 
beaten down to any figure below 
the maximum that combination 
may make possible. In other words 
the manipulators will simply con- 
tinue to exploit the consumers by 
boosting the price of flour, and 
the farmer by depressing the price 
of wheat; with the added advan- 
tage that the farmer will be for- 
bidden by law to charge or try to 
charge ak 9 more than the up-sct 
price of wheat.

GERMANY’S GOLD 
SHRINKING FAST 
t FORETELLS END 


Crumbling of Enemy Financial 
System Reported to Have 
Begun. 


WASHINGTON, July 31.—A_ curi- 
cus shrinkage in the German gold re- 
serve reported from abroad today at- 
tracted interest here as possibly fore- 
shadowing a crumbling of the German 
financial system which up to now has 
borne the Immense load placed upon 
it, As yet, however, the shrinkage is 
small and not in any sense fatal, but

Big Business is out to ‘‘consoli- 
date its gains’’ in 1917. 

Big Business won in 1911 by the 
treachery of professed Liberals. 


Big Business has opened its cam- 
paign of 1917 with the help of like 
treachery. 

In 1911 in Ontario the slogan of 
Big Business was ‘‘No truck or 
Trade with the Yankees’’ and in 
Quebec, ‘‘No help in Britain's 
Wars!"’

The slogan of 1917 is equally an 
appeal to passion and prejudice 
and against reason, but its pur- 
pose is to set race against race and 
province against province within 
Canada. 

Big Business did rfot’ fight for 
control of Canada in 1911 to pre- 
vent Canada trading with the 
United States. The fight was solely 
for the profit and prestige of Big 
Business. 

The fight of 1917 is not ejther to 
win the war or to slam Quebec, 
but to tighten the strangle hold 
that Big Business has had on the 
throat of Canada by control of its 
money and its food ever since 
1911, 

While the slogan of Big Busi- 
ness in 1917 is ‘‘ Win the War and 
Slam Quebec!’’ the secret dis- 
patch is: ‘‘If we control the fac- 
tories, the flour mills, the packing 
plants and the banks, Quebec will 
look after itself, and other people 
must win the war.’’ 

The first, the biggest and the 
only kick against voluntary en- 
listment for overseas service came 
from Big Business in Hamilton, 
Toronto and Sidney, The demand 
for selective conscription came 
from the same centres and from 
the same interests—the interests 
that were strong enough to make 
the premier say when introducing 
the conscription bill: 


“Those who in their present oc- 
cupations ere rendering better ser- 
vice to the state than by enrollment 
in the Canadian Expeditionary 
force must not be select¢d for mili- 
tary service.

There is a great deal of discussion 
about a franchise act that would dis- 
franchise naturalized aliens, but there 
does not seem to be any solid basis for 
such a general belief. The difficulty 
lies in the fact that, while such a step 
may have been made justifiable by 
what has taken plate during the war, 
the application of such a measure 
would be fraught with all kinas of 
difficulties and the greatest delay. It 
would mean that the government 
would have to introduce a new fran- 
chise act, that parliament would be 
held up by the strongest kind of op- 
position from a section of the Liberal 
party at least, and that a great deal 
of precious time would be lost in en- 
deavoring to achieve something that 
might not be realized in the end. 

The best prospects are that, owing 
to a desire on the part of everybody 
to avoid delay, no new franchise act 
will be introduced. In such event, 
much as it might be regretted by 
many, the women of Canada would 
not exercise the franchise in this elec- 
tion, It is not a question of denial of 
their right to do so; it is simply a 
question of stern necessity imposed by 
circumstances over which fhe govern- 
ment has no cantrol.

Bendigo's Last Fight. 

Bold Bendigo, the great English champion of the ring, fought 
his last fight when he was forty years old, his opponent being Tom 
Paddock, of Reddich, a man of twenty-seven, The fight was stuged 
at Mildenhall and was carried on with extraordinary ferocity. Th 
men became so enraged during the bout that there was great ath 

“culty experienced in keeping them to the rules, ‘Foul’ was being 
called during every round, In the forty-ninth round when the 
fight had lasted over an hour, Paddock rushed Bendigo and forced 
him to the ropes. Bendigo fell to the ground in a sitting position 
and Paddock struck him two deliberate blows on the head while in 
that attitude, The foul was so palpable that the referee awarded 
the decision to Bendigo without hesitation. Then Paddock, mad 
with rage and quite losing his head with passion, did a most un- 
heard of thing. When Bendigo arose and stood with his hands 
beside him, thinking the fight was all over, Paddock rushed him 
and struck him two fearful blows in the face, knocking him down at 
the referee's feet. Then one of the most disgraceful scenes ever 
witnessed in a prize ring took place. Paddock's friends, among 
whom were sime of the toughest characters from Birmingham, 
swarmed into the ring and one of them bludgeoned the referee. The 
fight broke up in a riot. When {tt was over Bendigo went back to 


Nottingham, his home town, this being his last appearance in 
the ring. He remained a conspicuous character in Nottingham for 


many years, living until August 1880, when he fell down stairs in 
his own house, and fractured his ribs, a splinter penetrating his 
lungs. He died shortly after at the age of seventy.

Soltan Hospital Turned Into 
Morgue; Harsh Rules Are 


terdam, July 380, via London, 
1.—The Nicuwe Rotterdamsche 
Courant publishes a communivation 
concerning the Belgian civilian popu- 
lation depurted tou Germany and coni- 
pelled to pertorm forced labor while 
quartered at Soltau camp. These do- 
ported Belgiuns were distributed over 
five camps. LEftorts were made by the 
Germans by Houltau to induce the Bel- 
gians to sign a work contract, but only 
a fow signed, The Belgians were then 
distributed over emall subordinate 
camps near Soltau. The command- 
ants of these sub-detachments were 
forbidden to permit the Belgian sol- 
diers in the camps to give their com- 
patriots éxtra food. 

The food was so inadequate that 
tome of the deported pe ple fell down 
from wenkness in a few days, The in- 
firmaries were quickly overcrowded. 

The worst patients were obliged to 
be removed to the Soltau hospital, 
Many died in the infirmaries and a 
number in the barracks. 

Thirty-nine died at Lichtenhorst, a 
sub-camp of Soltau. Almost all died 
without the consolation of religion. A 
German priest was not allowed to en- 
ter the civilians’ camp. 

In the Soltau hcspital eight died on 
an average daily the following month, 
and in one day 11 died. 

In view of the frightful mortality, 
the commandants of the smaller 
camps repudiated all responsibility, 
and the deported were conveyed to 
Soltau, where, though the food was 
better, many of the deported died of 
aebility. Ultimately the ration was in- 
creased by one hundred grammes 
daily and soldiers were allowcd to give 
their own food to compatriots. There- 
after the mortality notably diminishe‘. 
Many of the deported people were 
sent back to Belgium. No epidemics 
occurred, and almost all died of de- 
Nility, heart failure, inflarnation of the 
lungs and pleurisy. The doctors were 
not badly disposed, but were obviously 
fliscouraged, as the patients had neith- 
er good food nor drugs. 

The dead bodies already obliged to 
be conveyed for funoral services to the 
chape) by tho soldiers of the camp, 
but the long procession of coftins was 
so alarming to the soldiers that those 
in authority, after one menth, forbade 
the bodies being ought there, and 
they were afterward taken from the 
mortuary to the churchyard, The Bel- 
gian Catholic priest was obliged to 
leave suddenly without any reason, 
with five hundred ill in the hospital 
and four dead in the mortvary. Three 
dying in the camp remained without a 
priest, 

“This was the fate martyred RBel- 
gium's deported, at the moment when 
German authority, it Is maintained, is 
behaving humanely,” says the Courant.
